InthotbolUlh Kilrain came 
up roluctautly and Sullivan oalled 
out "stand up llln..a man." They 
elinebad and Kilrain threw Bulllvau 
Kilrain bagaii to ehow *lgni of dis- 
tress on the illh and from that ilme 
on the llgbt was virtually decided 
Many of the rounds were brief, Kil- 
ralu Koiii^ down intentionally.

true. Aud. the presumption of ma- 
lice rciiisins tlirouKh the entire cdsc 
nnlil il id met hy pica ainl proiit ol a 
contrary nature, or tljit the publica- 
tion was jitstitiaMc. 

Third— i'lie publi-lici of a news- 
paper is liable fur the publication ol 
a libelous advertiteiueut, although iu 
the form of a card writleu by auotlier 
over his oirn aignalurs^ the pub.ica- 
don bsing the gra?a man of the aC' 
tion. 

Fourth— The provisions of the I'cd 
oral aud the Btate Constitutlou guar- 
anleoiug the "freedom of the press' 
were simply intended to seoureiullto 
conductors of the press the same 
rights avd immuuitiea that are en 
joyed by lha public at large ; aud 
therorore the right of "the press" in 
criilciHiug the aota of either public 
oillcials or private individuals is no 
greater than the right of thu ciii/.en 
in that re),'ard.
